Says Charges of General Miles Caused

PECTIVED NO BENEFIT FRON CONTRACTS 


“IT Am an Honest Man,”’ Said He, “My | 
Record Is Clear, My Uniform 
Is Unsullied, but I. Have 
Been Slandered and 
Wronged.”’ 


Washington, January 26.—The feature of 
the proceedings before the Hagan court 
martial today was the testimony, dramatic 
in many parts in its quiet intensity, of 
Commissary General Eagan himself. 

Not more than fifteen or twenty people 
outside of the court and a dozen or so 
newspaper correspondents were admitted 
to the trial rooms. several witnesses pre- 
ceded the chief figure in the trial. Gen- 
era’ Fagan listened e«mtantly to the testi- 
mony of these witnesses and occasionally 
held brief whispered conferences with his 
counsel He was dressed in full uniform 
without sword, his florid face, white hair 
and mustache and soldierly bearing recall- 
ing to many the late General Sheridan, to 
whom he bears a distinct resemblance. 
His call to the stand this morning was 
something of a eurprise, as it had been 
thought if he testified at all it would be 
later, - When ‘his namo was called he rose 
and, standing before the witness chair, 
raised his right hand, took the oath ad- 
ministered by the judge advocate and at 
first related his army career. 

As he proceeded in ‘his testimony it be- 
came apparent that the line of defense 
would be justification and extreme provo- 
cation, finally bringing on a serious nervous 

tion, which rendered the witness unfit 
ér busthess ahd made him toa degree irre- 
sponsible for his acts. The president's or- 
der of immunity, it was also made evident, 
would be relied on as applicable to General 
Eagan's testimony before the war commis- 
sion and that, therefore, the court martial 
had no proper jurisdiction of the case. 

When General Eagan began the story of 
General Miles’s aspersions on him he raised 
his voice somewhat and spoke with great 
eatnestness, though with perfect enuncia- 
tion. In speaking of the criticisms of the 
newspapers, which, he said, had been called 
forth by General Miles's testimony, his 
manner was intensely dramatic and im- 
pressive. His eyes filled with tears and 
his voice trembled and the impression he 
left with many was decidedly favorable. 
After the court adjourned several members 
shook his hand and in a friendly way asked 
after his health. 

The Court Assembles. 

When the court assembied today Judge 
Advocate Davis stated ‘he wished to submit 
formally the testimony of General Miles 
as read yesterday as an exhibit in this 
trial, and with this statement he said 
iu@ prosecution rested its case. 

Mr. Worthington, counsel for General 
Eagan, read several exhibits in connect:on 
with the testimony read at yesterday’s ses- 
sion of the court. These included the cor- 
respondence between General Miles and 
General Eagan through the adjutant gen- 
eral, in which the latter asked as to 
whether the interviews published in a New 
York newspaper, in which General Miles 
is alleged to have severely criticised the 
commissary general’s department, was au- 
thoritative. 

Extracts from the alleged interviews were 
also read and submitted as a part of the 
record, 

The witnesses for the defense who pre- 
ceded General Eagan on the stand were 
Colonel W. L. Alexander, United States 
army, of the subsistence depariment; Colo- 
nel George B. Davis, assistant to Comrmis- 
saty General Eagan; Miss Millard, Gen- 
eral Eagan’s stenographer, and Mr. Rod- 
Gers, a clerk in the office of the commis- 
sary general. They testified that General 
Eagan had been laboring under a great 
mental strain ever since General Miles ap- 


peared befure the war investigating com- 
mission. 

Colone! Davis saii that as time went on 
his excitement increased to such an extent 
that he did not and apparently could not 
attend to the routine duties of his office. 
Later on General Eagan reached such a 
state that the could not attend to any bus- 
iness, The Gay before General] Fagan ap- 
peared before the cominission he read his 
statement over to the witness, who urged 
him to modify it somewhat, put Re would 
not listen, and walking ur and down the 
room said he would not change a word of 
it. He was then ir: a very nervous state. 


General Eagan Talks. 

General Eagan followed Mr. Roberts. 
During the war with Spain he said he had 
been in his oflice every day with one excep- 
tion, and had workei eariy and tate. He 
had given his testimony before the commis- 
sion under oath—preferably so. He had 
first read General Miles’s statement in the 
Washington ees . 

For a long time he feared tha 
no* be called before the hastalanaees tek 
he fipally receive? @ summons to appear. 
even them he was not fully prepared as 
his statement necessarily involved the pre- 
paration of records, etc. He ‘had held a 
conversation with the secretary of war in 
that he desired to defend himself py bring- 
ing proceedings against General Miles, but 
was told that the immunity granted by the 
president would prevent any such action, : 


Witness accepted tiis as the fact, but he | 


id _not think that this immunity covered 
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the newspaper interview in which General 
Miles had by inference declared him to be 
a murderer for gain. Witness said he be- 
came greatly excited. This statement of 
General Miles, in the opinion of the wit- 
ness, had taken away his (Eagan’s) char- 
acter. He could not proceed against Gen- 
eral Miles in the courts or otherwise, and 
ihe felt that he might better be dead in the 


! gutter. 


His honecr as a soldier, he continued, had 


; been attacked, and a soldier’s honor should 


be as sacred as the honor of a woman. He 
had kept his sorrow to himself. He had 
kept away from the clubs, and very soon 
he found he could rot sleep. He felt that 
the people of this country had come to 
believe that he was a dishonest man, ‘but, 
lam an honest man,” said the general, with 
feeling, “and I believe that mo one who 
knows me will believe that I am a dishon- 
est man. My record is clean, my uniform 
is unsullied, but I have been slandered and 
wronged.” 
“T Am Now a Poor Man.” 

In answer to a question by his counsel, 
as to whether he ‘had ever received any 
benefit for any contract he had made, Gen- 
era] Eagan said, with feeling: 

“No, on my honor, and before my God. 
not 1 cent’s profit or gain did I ever receive, 
and yet my office ‘has disbursed $19,000,000, 
an@ I am now a poor man, so poor that I 
have not now sufficient money with which 
to pay your fee.” 

As he (Eagan) understood public senti- 
ment, the public believed him to be a mur- 
derer and for gain, and he was greatly 
racked in body and brain in consequence. 
He was goaded to death and was very giad 
of a chance to appear before the commis- 
sion, and through them 70,000,000 people, in 
the defense of his honor. 

The witness spoke of his mental and phy- 
sical condition between the time General 
Miles gave his testimony and the time he 
himself had appeared. He could not get 
rid of the thought that the country be- 
lieved him to be a murderer and for gain, 
and it drove him nearly to distraction. 

Mr, Worthington then read from a large 
number of newspapers clippings, many of 
which spoke of General Eagan as a scoun- 
drei, and @emanded his dismissal from the 
army. At 12 o’clock Mr. Worthington an- 
nounced that he was unable to proceed 
with his case, as the secretary of war, 
whom he desired to call as a witness, was 
now before the war investigating com- 
mittee and could not appear. Other wit- 
nesses also could not appear until. tomor- 
row. Thereupon the court adjourned until 
10 o’clock tomorrow morning. 
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SUIT AGAINST CITY OF AUSTIN. 


Water, Light and _ Power Company 


Wants $50,000 Damages. 

Austin, Texas, January 2.—Today a dam- 
age suit for $500,000 was filed in the district 
federal court here against the city of Aus- 
tin. The case arises out of a prolonged 
fight, lasting several yeats, between the 
city and the Austin City Water, Light and 
Power Company. 

This company ‘thas a contract with the 
city which does not expire for some dozen 
years yet, and according to the specifica- 
tions of the said company in the prayer 
for damages filed today, the city was in 
duty bound ta buy them out in case it at 
any period during that time decided to es- 
tablish its own water works. 

This the city did not do, but erected a 
plant of its own in opposition, and the 
company now claim that they haves been 
damaged thereby in the above named sum. 


VICTORY FOR POSTAL COMPANY. 


Decision .gf Court of Appeals of Vir- 
ginia. 

Richmond, Va., January.26.—The supreme 
court of appeals of Virginia today rendered 
& most important decision in the case of 
the Postal Telegraph Company against the 
Farmville and Powhatan railroad. The 
court reversed the decision of the former 
Court in the case of the telegraph com- 
pany against the Norfolk and Western. 
The effect of today’s decision is to give the 
Postal the right of condemnation proceed- 
ings along all railway rights of way. The 
decision that is reversed greatly hampered 
the telegraph company in extending its 
lines in the state, and the court held that 
M was against public policy. 


Smallpox in Rowland, Ark. 

Little Rock, Ark., January 26.—Small- 
pox has broken out in Rowland township, 
thirty miles from Little Rock. Mrs. John 
Halj died today and several members of 
the family of C. R. Martindale are down 
with the disease. Other cases are scat- 
tered throug%.out the neighborhood. A larga 
body of men employed on the construction 
of the Choctaw road are camped near tne 
locality. A few cases are reported among 
them, and it is feared that should the camp 
become infected the result will be disas-~ 
‘trous.

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SPANISH CABINET MEETS. 


MINISTER OF WAR’S ABSENCE IS 
COMMENTED ON. 
Sagasta Outlined ‘the Government’s 
Policy Relative to Treaty—Insists 
on Convocation of Cortes. 


’ 


Madrid, January 26. The cabinet met this 
afternoon under the presidency of the queen 
regent. The absence of General Correa, 
the minister of war, was much commented 
on and is believed to have been connected 
with a decision, not yet divulged, reached 
by the supreme military tribunal relative 
to General Jaudenese, the Spanish comman- 
der, who capitulated at Manila and who 
has been in prison since yesterday, and 
General Toral, who capitulated at Santiago 
de Cuba and who is absent from Madrid. 

The premier, Senor Sagasta, outlined the 
government’s intentions relative to the 
peace treaty. He said that information re- 
ceived by the minister of foreign affairs, 
Duke Almodovar de Rio, had created the 
impression that President McKinley feared 
the treaty would be.defeated in the senate 
and apprehended an obstinate resistance up- 
on the part of the Philippine insurgents 
against the Americans who desire to de- 
prive them of independence and debase the 
Spanish government, which are sufficient 
reasons for the triumph of the anti-annexa- 
tionists in the senate. Therefore the pre- 
mier insisted that the convocation of the 
cortes ehculd no longer be delayed. 

The cabinet met again this evening, Se- 
nor Sagasta presiding. It appears that the 
evidence before the courtmartial showed 
that General Jaudenez had sufficient am- 
munition and food to have enabled thim to 
resist longer. The court ordered his arrest, 
whereupor he surrendered himself, attired 
in civilian dress, and accompanied by his 
son and several ministers.of state. 

General Correa confirmed the arrest. 

It is said that the courtmartial will ex- 
onerate General Toral on the ground that 
he acted under superior instructions, but 
that Admiral Montejo, who was defeated by 
Admiral Dewey at Cavite, will be tried for 
the incompetent condition of his fleet. 

‘The newspapers assert also that Admiral 
Cervera is awaiting trial, and that; there- 
fore, he will not be able to take his seat as 
@ senator on the reassembling of the cortes. 

It is understood that at the cabinet meet- 
ing this evening Senor Capdepon, minister 
of the interior, proposed that the suspen- 
sion of the constitutional guarantees should 
now cease. 


YACHT REPORTED CAPTURED. 


Crew Said To Have Escaped from the 
Natives, However. 
Victoria,.B. C., January 26.—The steam-

This afternoon a deputation of Panama 
strikers arrived at Colon with a view of 
strengthening the mutual claims. The mil- 
itary were ordered to charge a mob of 
Spaniards attempting to prevent passen- 
ger trains from leaving Panama. 


EARTHQUAKE IN JAMAICA. 


Shocks Cause Considerable Damage. 
Telegraph Communication Affected. 
Kingston, Jamaica, January 26.—A severe

MANUFACTURERS ADJOURN. 


NEXT CONVENTION WILL MEET 
IN CITY OF BOSTON. 


All the Officers Were Re-Elected and 
Meeting Was Unusually Suc- 
cessful ‘One. ' 


Cincinnati, O., January %.—The feurth 
annual convention of the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers adjourned tonight to 
meet next January in Boston. This has 
been the largest and most important 4@n- 
nual meeting in the history of the associa- 
tion. It is said to represent now more 


capital than any other organization in _ 
As- 


sociation of Bankers. It has been pine 
ized only a few years, and if its growt 
continues as it has during the past four 
years it will be the strongest organization 
of invested interests in existence. 

A movement was inaugurated at this 
convention to increase the revenues 60 
that the association will have agencies 
with warehouses in all parts of the world. 

The association was practically at this 
meeting reorganized. so as to include a 
much larger membership at home and also 
many more agencies in foreign counte.cs 
for the disposal of American wares. 

President Searcy ‘and the other officers 
were re-elected and the headquarters 1¢- 
main-in Philadelphia, with branch offices 
in New York, Boston, Chicago and Cin- 
cinnatl. 

Commissioner Peck and his assistants 
were occupied all day and tonight in con- 
ferring with manufacturers about their 
exhibits at Paris, and it was reported that 
more had been done today than had yet 
been accomplished in this country in the 
interest of American displays at the Paris 
exposition. 

The most careful attention was given 
to enlarging the scope and influence of 
the association, the protection of patents 
and trademarks; to the classification of 
freights and all manner of reforms in 
transportation, including the malls and €x- 
press companies; to objectionable legisla- 
tion as well as to beneficial] legislation, and 
to all matters pertaining to commerce and 
to the industries, but nothing political or 
in. any manner not germane to business 
was presented. 

There was no reference to labor organi- 
zations or any of the questions that per- 
tain to the relations between employers 
and employees, but every attention was 
paid to the methods of producing manu- 
factured goods, transporting them and 
selling them. Even the evenings ‘have 
been spent in meetings that were mingled 
with business as well as with social pleas- 
ure and the closing reception tonight was 
a brilliant conclusion of the work of the 
week, 


ARREST OF A GUILTY PATR. 


Wealthy Man of Crowton, Ala., Elopes 


with a Girl. 

Huntsville, Ala., January 26.—(Special.)— 
From eminent respectability to disgrace 
and utter abandonment, is today the po- 
sition of Ira D. Roberts,’a wealthy and in- 
fluential citizen of Crowton, in this county. 

This afternoon about 4 o’clock, Roberts 
and a young girl, named Fannie Neismith, 
were arrested by Deputy Sheriff Sterling 
Cross, in rooms at Patton’s hotel en a 
charge of adultery. When carried before 
Judge Edwards, Roberts and his paramour 
pleaded guilty to the charge, were so found 
by the trial justice, placed under $1,000 bond 
each and committed te jail. 

About a week ago Roberts and the girl, 
who is,a comely country lass of seven- 
teen, disappeared together. Several of 
Roberts’s grown children came to Decatur 
in search of him and the gin, b®& were 
unsuccessful, as they were in hiding. 

Roberts’s family was willing to forgive 
and forget and take him back, but he seem- 
ed perfectly abandoned and clung to his 
paramour. The Neismith girl was reared 
by Roberts and his family from a child. 
Roberts has heretofore stood high in this 
community, where he was regarded as an 
exemplary husband and father. 


INHUMAN TREATMENT OF CHILD 


Dr. Pitts, of Chattanooga, Arraigned 
for eBating His Daughter. 
Chattanooga, Tenn., January 2.—(Spe- 
cial.)—On complaint of his own brother, Dr. 
J. B. Pitts, a well-known physician and a 
maker of a patent medicine, was today 
arraigned before the circuit court charged 
with cruel and inhumane treatment of his 
own daughter. The proof showed that 
Pitts had several times carried the little 
girl, who is only ten years of age, about 
the room by the hair of her head; that he 
had beat her unmercifully, inflicting cuts 
and bruised on her face and body, and had 
whipped her naked body with hickory rods. 
The child was in court and her face indi- 
cated the horrible treatment to which she 

had been subjected. 

Judge Estell took the child out of its 
father’s custody and regretted that no 
great punishment could be inflicted on the 
man for this conduct.

As the result of the conference, a mutual 
understanding has been reached regarding 
the customs receipts at Santiago. 

Santiago's $280,000 will not be used in other 
provinces, but Will be mortgaged to defray 
the cost of the works now under way. The 
sum of $80,000 is required for the water- 
works at Santiago alone. 

(Major General Lee was very much im- 
pressed by what he saw and heard on the 
trip to Guines, in the southeastern part of 
Havana province, from which he returned 
last night. Guines is the largest town in 
the province after Havana.

Imboden, who, it develops, comes of one 
of the best families in the south, has been 
connected with severa] financial enterpris- 
es. Geveral years ago Imboden was at the 
head of the Imgoden-Hamilton Investment 
Company,.of Kansas, and loaned money all 
over that state on real estate. 

Later he committed forgery and embezzle- 
ment and was sent tothe Texas peniten- 
tiary for five years, Governor Hogg par- 
doning him on Christmas day, 1894.

Washington, January 26.—In the senate 
today Mr. Mason,. of Illinois, announced 
that tomorrow morning the would ask for a 
vote on his resolution declaring it to be 
the policy of the United States not to 
govern the people of any other country 
without the consent of the people them- 
selves. 

(Mr. Mallory, of Florida, who had been 
waiting for three-quarters of an hour for 
an opportunity to begin his announced 
speech on the Vest anti-expansion reso- 
lution, was then jrecognized. He said 
that in the very face of the declaration of 
our disinterestedness in Cuba we proposed 
to take Porto Rico and the Philippines. 
He thought we ought not to be incon- 
sistent; that we cauld not afford to be in- 
consistent. We could not, therefore, af- 
ford to take the Philippines, although in 
the case of Porto (Rico the case might be 
fairly regarded as different. The Philip- 
pines, he said, were. 7,000 miles from our 
shores and inhabited by a people with 
who we could have nothing in common; 
the people were semi-barbarous, if not 
savage. “He pointed out some of the dif- 
ficulties which confront this country in 
the attempt to bring those unwilling peo- 
ple into swbhjection. .iMr. Mallory entered 
at this point upon a constitutional argu- 
ment, in the course of which he quoted 
from arguments made in opposition to the 
Vest resofution, and presented, his reply 
to them. ‘He complained that if the treaty 
of peace should be,ratified, the imhabitants 
of the Philippines=from 7,000,000 to 10,000,- 
000 in number-+woauld have the right to 
come to this country and to compete wth 
our own labor; and if they did not actually 
come, they would have the right to send 
their products here to compete with those 
of our own laborers. 

Pensions Are Discussed. 

At the conclusion of Mallory’s speech, on 

motion of Mr. Davis, chairman of the 


committee on foreign relations, ast 2:30 
p. m. the senate went into executive ses- 
sion. <At 4:20 the senate resumed business 
in open session. 

The pension appropriation bill was taken 
up at the instance of Mr. Perkins, of Cai- 
ifornia, in charge of the measure, and it 
was read. The bill appropriates $140,233,830. 

Butler’s Remarkable Utterance. 

Mr. Butler’s speech developed, as he pro- 
ceeded, into quite a remarkable utterance. 
After presenting an analysis of the compact 
of 1787 ne declared that “not a single south- 
ern soldier was a rebel or a traitor.’”” He 
maintained that the great fratricidal con- 
flict was fbreed upon the south &nd that 
the people of the south simply defended 
their personal and constitutional rights. 
Under the compact of 1787 the southern 
States undoubteuiy, in Mr. Butler’s opinion, 
had a right to withdraw from the union. 
He was inclined to think the compact was 
not rignt but it was a compatt and ought 
to be and ought to hhave been respected. 

Mr. Butler said that his own state of 
North Carolina fully and completely recog- 
nized the right of Svuth Carolina to with- 
draw from the union but decided herself 
not to withdraw. It wus not until forced 
to defend herse.. ¢id North Carolina vote 
to withdraw, together with her sister south- 
ern states. , 

This,g Mr. Butler said, was true of a 
riajority of the southern states. They thad 
been forceau by the m-rthern states to take 
up arms in gelf defense. 

“Every gun fired by a southern soldier,” 
declared Mi. Butler, “was fired in self-de- 
fense of the c«cnstitutional rights of the 
southern statcs and in defense of his home 
and fireside.”’ 

Further along Mr. Butler said, speaking 
of the war of the rebellion: 

“It was a most unnecessary war. The 
southern states did not desire the war. 
They asked only to be allowed to exereise 
their constitutional right and withdraw 
peacefully from the union. The south was 
right and history will so record. The south 
knew she was right at the time and she 
knows it now. It is the duty of the south- 
ern people not to permit a prejudiced his- 
torian to brand their fathers and brothers 
as rebels and traitors.”’ 

He believed that the states whose sgsol- 
diers who were being pensioned would not 
object to the pensioning of the ex-confed- 
erate soldiers. 

Interrupting Mr. Butler, Mr. Chandler 

d we had no doubt the ex-soldiers of the 
north would be perfectly —oe to set on 
foot any reasonable testimonial of regard 


and respect, but he did not see how the 
government of the United States could rec- 
ognize, as Senator Butler had anugsested, 
— who had taken up arms t the 
union. 


South Only Defended Herself. 


Mr. Butler protested against the language 
of Mr. Chandler, as he had already ex- 
plained, he said, that the south did not 
take up arms against the union except in 
self-defense.

ALGER APPBARS 
BEFORE WAR BOARD 


Says He Had No Interest in Any War 
Contracts. 


STATEMENTS ARE EMPHATIC 


Official Complaints of Bad Beef Not 
Made to Him. 


HEABS OF BUREAUS WORKED WELL 


Declares He Had No Cause for Com- 
plaint—Would Volunteer No 
Statement. 


Washington, January 26.—Secretary Alger, 
in response to an invitation from the inves- 
tigation commission, appeared before that 
body today. The secretary was sworn by 
General Wilson, after which Governor 
Beaver, who asked permission to use the 
title “General” instead.eof “Mr. Secretary,”’ 
began the examination. of the head of the 
war department. 

Secretary Alger, in beginning, stated that 
he had been on duty at the war department 
constantly during the war. and after, with 
Spain. The chiefs of bureaus in the depart- 
ment, he said, were generally appointed to 
such places because of seniority, but the 
president, if he thought proper, could break 
this rule. 

When asked in regard to the expenditures 
by the department of the war fund, the 
secretary replied that the larger part had 
been devoted to strengthening coast de- 
fences. 

During the continuance of the war he had 
kept constantly advised of all actions taken 
by the several bureaus. If he had not been 
advised of any important fact in regard to 
the departmental work, the head of one of 
the bureaus was to blame. 

If any report originating outside of the 
department came to him, he investigated it 
at once. 

During the early days of the war, with 
a large body to provide for. some defects 
were apparent. It was not because of a 
lack of funds, but because it was impossi- 
ble to handle properly so large a body of 
men on short notice. Witness did not re- 
call having received during the war com- 
plaints in regard to food furnished the 
army. There was'a shortage of food at 
Santiago, not because there were no sup- 
plies, but because they could not be landed 
from the ships. No old soldier, said the 
secretary, he believed, would make harsh 
criticism of the food furnished the army un- 
der these circumstances. He had never had 
‘any cause during the war for complaint of 


,any officer. 


‘“‘Was the head of any bureau guilty of 
failure to discharge his duty during the 
continuance of the war?’’ asked Governor 
Beaver. 

‘‘No, sir,’’ replied Secretary Alger. 

“Did any report come to you of any 
irregularity of any frauaulent practices in 
the contracting for supplies furnished to 
any department?’ 

“No, sir.” 

Had-No Intere3t in Camps. 

‘Did you, directly or indirectly, have any 
interest in the selection of the camps occu- 
pied by any of the troops?’ 

*‘No, sir; I never had any interest in any 
camp. I do not knew that any one con- 
nected with me had any such interest.” 

“Did you have any interest in any con- 
tract for materials supplied during the 
war?” 

‘“‘Not to a cent in any contract,”’ replied 
the secretary, emphatically. 

‘“‘Does that apply to the transports pur- 
chased ?’’ 

“ree, we.” 

The secretary went on to state that he 
had never had any personal interest in the 
expenditure of government funds, directly 
or indirectly. No contracts for equipment 
were entered into prior to the declaration of 
war. 

“Have you received any complaint from 
the major general of the army while at 
Porto Rico as to the quality of refrigerated 
and canned roast beef furnished the army?’ 

The secretary, replying; referred to his 
annual report, quoting a dispatch from 
General Miles asking that no more beef be 
sent, because they could get a large supply 
there. General Miles had said something 
about beef that had spoiled there. 

Governor Beaver asked whether actual 
preparation for war was not made before 
the declaration of war because it was 
thought it would be averted. No . reply, 
however, was expected if the question was 
rot deemed by the secretary a proper one. 
The witness replied that there had been 
hopes that war would be averted, 

The chiefs of the several bureaus of the 
department had never assembled to hold a 
council of war. They were too busy. In 
regard to the inspector general’s office the 
secretary did not consider that the bureau 
had been practically abolished by the 
transfer of officers to other duty. He be- 
lieved that it retained its efficiency. 

Secretary Alger next told of the inspec- 
tion of camps, especially the tour of in- 
spection by General Miles. 


Had No Official Complaint. 


He (Alger) never had received any offictal 
complaint from the armies in the field in 
regard to the fresh or canned meat fur- 
nished the troops. 

“Have you any information that meat 
Was chemically treated?’’ 

“Nothing but what has been brought out 
by this commission.” 

Beef, he went on, had been used as army 
rations for many years, and its use was 
not an experiment in the Spanish war; No 
complaints had been received by him from 
the camps in regard to beef. 

When asked whether he was personally 
interested in contracts for furnishing meat, 
the secretary said with positiveness: 

“I am not, I never had, directly or. indi- 
rectly, interest in any property, or any- 
thing supplied to this government.” 

He had never received an official report 
that beef furnished the army had caused 
sickness, 

He had received reports from several 
Sources that af Chickamauga and Camp 
Thomas there had been a lack of medicines 
and supplies. The reports were investigated 
and supplies ordered at once. He had never 
received a report from the surgecn general 
that he was unable to furnish supplies, 

In regard to the arrival of the Fifth corps 
at Montauk, he said that every possible 
precaution had been taken to make the 
camp healthful and comfortable. There had 
been many deficiencies that it was impossi- 
ble to remedy, but everything that could be 
done had been done. 

This closed the examination, and Secre- 
tary Alger was asked whether he wished to 
volunteer any statements, but’ he declined 
to do so.

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GARLAND STRICKEN 
WHILE SPEAKING 


Former Attorney General Dies in United 
States Supreme Court. 


DEATH TRAGIC AND SUDDEN 


While Addressing Court He Reeled, 
Fell and Died in Ten Minutes. 


COURT ADJOURNED OUT OF RESPECT 10 HIM 


He Was One of the Most Prominent 
Attorneys Who Practiced Before 
the Court—His Career. 


Washington, January 26.—Former Attor- 
ney General Augustus H. Garland was 


stricken with apoplexy while addressing the 
United States supreme court at 12:16 o’clock 
this afternoon, and died within ten min- 
utes. The occurrence came with startling 
and tragic unexpectedness, changing the 
usual calm and dignity of the court into 
temporary confusion, while the dying man 
was carried from the chamber in a futile 
effort to alleviate his condition. When the 
court convened at nodn, Mr. Garland re- 
sumed an argument in the case of Towson 
vs. Moore, which had begun yesterday. 
There was a full bench, with the exception 
of Justices Brewer and White. 

Mr. Garland spoke calmly and with no 
evidences of: agitation or effort. He had 
read from a law volume, and had followed 
with the sentence: “This, your honors, is 


our contention,’’ 

As the last word was uttered, Mr. Garland 
was seen to raise his hand, and then gasp. 
He tottered and fell sidewise, striking 
against a chair and overturning it as he 
fell heavily to the floor. A succession of 
loud, deep gasps came from him as he lay 
on the floor. 

His associate in the case, Mr. Franklin 
Mackay, was at once by his side, and with 
the aid of other counsel and officials, the 
head of the dying man was raised, his 
shoes removed and a glass of water given 
him. A deathly pallor had overspread his 
face, and this soon gave place to a deep 
purple, which foretold the gravity of the 
attack. 

He was carried from the chamber across 
to ths room of Chief Clerk McKenny, and 
there placed on a sofa. Senator Gallinger, 
who is a physician, was near at hand. A 
single glance told him that the attack 
would be fatal. Within ten minutes from 
the time of the stroke Mr. Garland breathed 
his last. 

The court in the meantime had postponed 
the case in which Mr. Garland was en- 
gaged, and, until the seriousness of the 
attack was known, had proceeded with 
other business. Word of the tragedy was 
soon noised through the capitol, and sena- 
tors and representatives hurried to the 
courtroom. 

The two Arkansas senators, Mr. Berry 
and Mr. Jones, were among the first to 
view the body, and following them was @ 
long line of persons high in legislative and 
legal circles, who had been associated with 
Mr. Garland at various times in his long 
and notable public service. 

It is said that never before in the history 
of the United States supreme court has an 
attorney been stricken with death while 
making an argument there. There have 
been cases in which the counsel have fallen 
stricken with illness, but no case in which 
death has followed within a few minutes as 
happened today. 

‘Had Been in Poor Health. 

Mr. Garland had been in poor health for 
several years, and some months ago wag in 
the hospital for several weeks. His friends 
noticed when he was well enough to be out 
again that he had falled rapidly, and was 
growing feeble. Several weeks ago he was 
taken ill with the grip, and had suffered 
from its effects ever since. He doctored 
himself by taking popular remedies, and it 
is understood had not considered his case 
serious enough to callin a physician. 

Yesterday afternoon, while in the supreme 
courtroom, he laid his head in his hand as 
he sat at a table for the accommodation ot 
counsel, and complained of feeling very ill. 
This morning, before he went into the 
courtroom, he spent some time in the clerk’s 
office, and remarked to one of the officials 
that he was not feeling very well, and he 
thought he would go to Fort Monroe next 
Monday to take a rest. He did not regard 
his condition as at all serious. 

After the death of the former attorney 
general became known, the supreme court 
adjourned for the day. This action was 
taken on the motion of Attorney Generai 
Griggs, who, in making It, said: 

“May it please the court, it is my sad 
duty to announce to the court the sudden 
death of an ex-attorney general of the 
United States, Augustus Hill Garland. The 
sudden and unexpected death of this dis- 
tinguished man comes with a shock of sur- 
prise to those of us who have heard of it, 
as undoubtedly it came to those of this 
court who witnessed his seizure. He was a 
m. so distinguished in his profession, 50 
@fetinguished as a statesman in political life 
and so connected officially, professionally, 
to this court to the last moment of his Ife, 
that I deem it proper that I should suggcst 
to the court that, out of respect to his 
memory, they should take a recess untill 
tomorrow, and I make this motion.”’ 

Responding for the court, Chief Justice 
Fuller said: 

“The court learns of the death of Mr. 
Garland with sincere sorrow, and concurs 
in the suggestion that has been made. Out 
of a respect to the memory of this dis- 
tinguished memoer of the bar, an adjourn- 
ment will be taken until tomorrow at the 


usual hour.’ 
Something of His Career. 

The news of Mr. Garland’s death produced 
a profound sadness in the senate, where he 
had served for many years as one of a 
galaxy of distinguished men. While in the 
senate he had been a member of the com- 
mittee on judiciary and had taken rank 
with the strong men of that day. He neces- 
sarily gave the greater share of his atten- 
tion to legal questions, as the natural ten- 
dency of his mind was in that direction. of 
recent years the had practiced his profession 
almost exclusively in the supreme court of 
the United States. It was here that he 
won his most pronounced triumphs, 
since the end must come. all recognize that 
it was most fitting that it should have come 
while he was performing his duties in this 
great forum. 

In the contentions in the republican party 
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in Arkansas, in the Brooks-Baxter days, 
Mr. Garland espoused the cause of Mr. 
Baxter, as did a majority of the democrats, 
and he succeeded Mr. Baxter as governor 
of the state. He was first elected to the 
senate in 1877, being unanimously chosen, 
and was serving his second term when call- 
ed into Mr. Cleveland’s first cabinet. While 
occupying his position as attorney general 
he was tendered the position on the supreme 
bench afterwards given to Mr. Lamar, but 
declined. 

Since retiring from his position in the © 
cabinet, Mr. Garland has resided in Wash- 
ington. He had many friends here, where 
he was universally esteemed for his unas- 
suming manners, genial disposition and 
common sense way of viewing matters, as 
well as for his sterling’ integrity and legal 
attainments. 

To Be Buried at Little Rock. 

Little Rock, Ark., January 26.—A special 
from Washington says that General Gar- 
land’s body was embalmed this afternoon 
and wll remain at the undertaker’s to- 
night. It will be removed to the Colonia) 
hotel in the morning and rest until Satur: 
day morning, when the funera] train wik 
leave for Little Rock, which point will be 
reached Monday. Complete arrangements 
for the funeral and the personnel of the 
escort home have not been perfected.

PLANTING WHEAT IN BROOKS. 


Farmers Diversifying Their Crops in 
South Georgia. 


Quitman, Ga., January 26.—(Special.)—The 


low price of cotton for the past season 


seems to have awakened the farmers of 


Brooks county to the necessity of diver- 


sifying crops. There has been a deep-seated 
idea among them that it is impossible to 
grow wheat successfully in this section of 


the state on account of the moist climate, 


and the consequent destructiveness of the 


rust. 

There is a section in the northeastern por- 
tion of the county about the towns of Mor- 
ven and Barney, where much of the jand 


closely resembles that of the wheat belt of 


north Georgia, having a clay subsoil with 
only a small admixture of sand. A number 
of the progressive farmers of that section 
have secured seed wheat of the blue straw 
variety from north Georgia and have 
planted between fifty and one hundred 
acres, adopting the precaution used by the 
old farmers of that section, that of soak- 
ing the seed in bluestone water to prevent 
rust. The result will be watched with inter- 
est, as so far as can be learned, this pre- 
ventive of rust has never been tried here. 

One farmer at Morven has put up more 
than a thousand bales of good grass hay, 
for which he finds a ready sale in the 
neighboring cities in competition with 
north Georgia and Tennessee hay. This 
farmer is now trying to secure a supply of 
clover seed to sow a few acres of red clay 
land on his plantation. 

Brooks superior court is now in session 
here.

RECEIVER TINSLEY’S REPORT. 


He Submits It to United States Court 
in Savannah. 

Savannah, Ga., January 26.—(Special.)— 
Receiver T. D. Tinsley, of the Macon Gas- 
jight and Water Company, this morning 
made his report to the United States court 
here. The property went into the hands 
of a receiver in 1894. Receiver Tinsley and 
a number of gentlemen interested in the 
case from Macon, were here today when 
the court took the matter up. 

The report stated that the property had 
been reorganized and that $121,859.18 had 
been spent to resuscitate the work. Under 
the administration of the receiver the 
waterworks had managed to pay for itself, 
to liquidate all the fixed charges, pay up its 
debts, and would not be sold, but would 
be returned to its original owners absolutely 
solvent and enlarged, with one of the finest 
water plants in the south. The record of 
the company is unprecedented in the his- 
tory of receiverships. 

Receiver Tinsley, in his report. paid a 
high compliment to Judge Speer, under 
whose supervision the work of resuscita- 
tion has been carried on. Prior to its re- 
suscitation the waterworks company had 
defaulted upon all of its bonds. Receivers’ 
certificates to the amount of $100,000 had 
been issued, a new pump house engine 
and bollers erected, thenew pumping sta- 
tion having a capacity of 5,000,000 gallons a 

Judge Speer, in his remarks to the re- 
ceiver, complimented him upon his excel- 
lent work. The company had been enabled 
to earn its expenses and pay its fixed 
charges and will be returned to its owners. 
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revised ard enlarged. Judge Speer said 
that the water had been taken from the 
Ocmulgee, fed by the Yellow river, which 
came down from the foothills of Hali. He 
quoted Sidney Lanier’s tribute to the Oc- 
mulgee. The judge said that the receiver. 
who seemed to be able to recognize a ben- 
efit when he saw one, had been good enough 
to connect the village of Vineville with the 
residence of the presiding judge of this dis- 
trict. He desired the Macon water system 
to connect with the main’and hydrants of 
Vineville, so that suburb might share in the 
blessings of a pure and abundant supply 
of water. . 

At the conclusion of his remarks Judge 
Speer passed an order directing the re- 
ceiver to turn the property over to its 
owners.

The appraisers appointed to pass upon the 
value of the land the government proposes 
to condemn on St. Catherine’s island for 
lighthouse purposes have made up their re- 
port to the United States court.

$100,000 basing their idea of value on the 
amount stated by Mr. Rauers as the proper 
amount of damages. The case will come be- 
fore Judge Speer on an appeal to set aside 
the award, and the case wil] not stop short 
of the supreme court. St. Catherine’s is- 
land is returned for taxation at $35,000.

ROME WANTS TO OWN 'WORKS. 


Citizens Think Money Could Be Saved 
in Lighting the City. 

Rome, Ga., January 26.—(Special.)—The 
question of Rome erecting and owning its 
electric lighting plant is being strongly 
agitated here now. ° The idea has taken 
definite shape in a statement submitted 
to the council by Alderman Hamilton, giv- 
ing figures and facts of great significance. 
This resulted in the appointment of a com- 
mittee of three from the council board to 
make research and investigation. They 
are to render back their report to the next 
council meeting, at which time the matter 
will assume more important proportions. 

Rome is paying about $8,000 per annum 
for eighty-five street lights. Mr. Hamil- 
ton estimates that a plant of 100 arch light 
capacity can be built for $10,000 at outside 
figures, thus making it pay for itself in 
little over one year. The power could 
be supplied at the waterworks pumping 
Station. The scheme is generally com- 
mended.

SEVERAL @THER CASES BISMISSED 


Tom and Simp Jackson Tried and Oon- 
victed for Assaulting Walter 
Dobbins—Case of Farmers 
Against Marietta Gu- 
ano Company. 


Marietta, Ga., January 26.—(Special.)— 
The November adjourned term of Cobb su- 
perior court has been in session this week, 
and the celebrated city election cases were 
put on trial. Several have been convicted 
for illegal voting, but have not yet been 
sentenced. 

Judge John D. Candler came up from 
Atlanta today to try some cases in which 
Judge Gober was disqualified. Among 
other disqualified cases was the one against 
Mr. N. A. Morris for buying votes in the 
city election held here in December, 1897. 

The jury promptly returned a verdict of 
not guilty against Mr. Morris, thus com- 
pletely exonerating him, notwithstanding 
all the newspaper talk just after the elec- 
tion about his purchasing votes. The state 
failed to make out a shadow of a case 
against him. The jury was out less than 
five minutes. 

The case against Mr. J. T. Anderson for 
the same charge proved to be no case, and 
was thrown out of court, as there was 
really no bill against him. 

The also celebrated cases of certain farm- 
ers against Dave Morris and the Marietta 
Guano Compahy were the other disqualified 
cases. All these except one was dismissed 
by Judge Candler when reached on the 
docket, for want of prosecution, but were 
afterwards reinstated, and one of them 
is now on trial. | 

The cases against Tom and Simp Jackson 
for assaulting Walter Dobbins, was alse 
tried by Judge Candler this morning. These 
cases will be remembered by the readers 
of The Constitution. In October, during 
the Cobb county fair, a difficulty occurred 
between James Collier and Walter Dobbins. 
Dobbins was followed and overtaken on his 
way home that evening by Collier and the 
Jacksons and was badly beaten. It was 
considered a bad case, and created moré 
excitement in the county than any case 
for years. ; 

Collier was tried some time since by 
Judge Gober, and the Jacksons were tried 
today by Judge Candler. The defendants 
were both found guilty and were fined 
$250 each, or twelve months each in the 
chaingang. 

The state was represetned by Solicitor 
Hutcherson and Mr. N. A. Morris; the 
defendants were represented by Mozley & 
Griffin, who made strong efforts to acquit 
their clients.

| Purchasei. 

Rome, Ga., January 26.—({Special.)—Mr. G. 
H. (Miller, who has done more to develop 
_the peach industry in this section than 
any twenty men, ,has closed a deal for 
Kincaid mountain; just over the line in 
Chattooga county. The purchase consists 
of several hundred acres of the finest 
peach lands in Georgia, and a big force is 
now at work clearing the whole mountain. 
It will be planted entirely in peaches, and 
will undoubtedly be the largest peach or- 
chard in the state, if not in the south. 

The property is several miles from the 
railroad, and a branch line will be built 
from the Chattanooga, Rome and Sanders- 
ville to the foot of the mountain.

SEVERED ARTERY 
IN HIS FOREARM 


Suleide of Jerry Ryan in a Hotel in 
Macon. 


HE HAD JUST LEFT THE ARMY 


Was Sick and Tried To Get Into Hos- 
pital for Treatment 


BUT NONE WOULD OPEN THE DOORS 10 IT 


Ryan Left a Letter Stating Why He 
Took His Life—General Ma- 
con News. 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., January 2.—(Special.)—Jerry 
Ryan, an ex-trooper of the Seventh cavalry, 
was found dead in a room at Benner’s ‘hotel 
this morning about 12 o’clock. The man had 
apparently been dead several hours, as his 
body was very cold when discovered. Ryan 
was honorably discharged from the Sev- 
enth cavalry just before it departed from 
here for Cuba, and since that time he has 
been stopping at Benner’s. It was known 
that he was sick, but it was not thought to 
be serious. 

It seems that the man tried to get into 
the city and army hospitals, and that he 
was refused, and, becoming despondent, 
committed suicide. Tuesday, according to 
the statement of Mr. Benner, the proprietor 
of the place, he paid his board, saying that 
he would leave the next day for the north. 
Nothing more was thought about the mat- 
ter, and the men at the hotel were under 
the impression that he had left the city. 
The men who discovered the body were very 
much surprised this morning when they 
discovered the body of the dead man. 

The chambermaid went to the room to 
clean it up, but found the door locked. She 
reported the fact to Mr. Benner, who sent 
Tony Castro up to see what the matter was. 
He could not open the door, and, after try- 
ing several times to push it open, decided 
to climb up and look over the transom. A 
most horrible sight met his eyes. The body 
of Ryan was seen lying in a pool of blood, 


with a razor tightly clasped in his hand. , 


Tony went for assistance, and the door 
was prized open and the body removed to 
the undertaking establishment of Mr. D. A. 
Keating, which was near by. The body was 
examined for the first time at this place. 
A terrible cut was found on the left fore- 
arm, the radial artery being severed. It 
was the opinion of all that he bled to death. 
In his pockets were found an honorab.e 
discharge from the army, and a letter which 
contained the following words: 

“T, Jerry Ryan, formerly of troop K, of 
the Seventh cavalry, intend to take my life. 
I tried several times to get into the city 
and corps hospitals to be treated, but was 
turned djwn at both. Either could have 
cured me in several days. This is all that 
I have got to say.” 

When found he had on the regular army 
uniform. Coroner Hollis was notified, and 
summoned a jury. The finding of the Jury 
was that the man came to his death as a 
result of a self-inflicted wound. 

The affair created somewhat of a sensa- 
tion for a while, as it was thought that he 
had been murdered.

‘‘negro’’ substituted therefor, and that in 
writing or print.ng the word -the initia] let- 
ter shall be a capital, as is the custom in 
respect to other distinctive races. 

The preambie to the resolution sets out 
that ‘‘colored’’ is not a generic word and 
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that the word “negro” is not intended as 
an insult or stigma to the race. The Ala- 
bama statutes now refer to the negro as 
“a person of color.”’

Committee on Organization Held Meet- 
ing Yesterday and Formulated 
Its Report—What the Con- 
stitution and By Laws 
Will Contain, 


The committee on pemanent organization 
sat the new business organization held an 
important meeting at the Kimball house at 
8 o'clock yesterday afternoon and prepared 
asreport for the conference of business 
men to take place in the Kimball house 
ballroom today at noon. 

The committee outlined a plan of organi- 
gation and decided to recommend a constt- 
tution and by-laws. The committee will 
also recommend officers to be elected at the 
meeting today. A permanent organization 
will tbe effected, and the new business 
league will be established. A large number 
of prominent citizens will be on hand, and 
the officers will be among the most prom- 
inen business men of this city. These offi- 
cers were decided on yesterday afternoon, 
but the committee preferred that they not 
be made pwblic until today.’ 

The constitution to be recommended for 
adoption today gives an outline of the 
workings of the new organization. Article 
1 will give the name, which will Le se- 
‘lected today, and the following object: 


“The purpose of this organization shall 
be for the upbuilding of Atlanta. The full 
strength and influence of the membership 


shall at all times be concentrated upon the | 


work of developing and extending the com- 
mercial and industrial interests of our 
‘city.” : 

Article 2 states that any person, a resi- 
‘dent of Atlanta or of Fulton county, or of 
‘any firm or corporation doing business 
within said limits, if recommended by a 
member of the organization and elected by 
the board of directors, may Lecome an ac- 
‘tive member of the organization on pay- 
ment of the initiation fee and annual dues, 
and by signing an agreement to be govern- 
ed by the rules and by-laws of the organi- 
gation. , 

The initiation fee will be $10. The annual 
dues will be $10, payable semi-annually— 
July ist and January ist. 


Officers and Directors. 

Article 4 of the constitution is as follows: 

“Section 1. The officers of this organiza- 
tion shall be a president, two vice presi- 
dents and a treasurer. These officers shall 
Le elected annually by vote of the qualified 
mmbers of the organization, and shall serve 
until thetr successors shall have been elect- 
ed and qualified. ~ 

“Section 2. The secretary of the organiza- 
tion shall be employed by the board of di- 
rectors at such salary as may be agreed 
upon by them; the secretary to serve at the 
pleasure of the board of directors. 

“Sec. 3. The board of directors of this or- 
ganization shall include the officers provid- 
ed for in section 1 of this article, and the 
chairmen of the seven standing committees 
hereinafter named and provided for. 

“Sec. 4. The board of directors shall con- 
trol, manage and conduct the affairs of the 
organization, and shall judge of the quali- 
fications of applicants for memLership, and 
shall adopt such rules and by-laws as they 
may deem expedient and necessary for car- 
rying out the objects of the organization. 

“Sec. 5. The board of directors shall enter 
upon their duties on the following Thurs- 
day after the day of their election. 

“Sec. 6. The board of directors shal} have 
the power to fill any vacancy in their board 
which may be occasioned by death or resig- 
nation. ' 

“Sec. 7. The board of directors shall meet 
at 11 o’clock a. m. on the second Thursday 
of each month. Special meetings may be 
called as frequently as the president or 
three members of the board of directors 
may deem necessary.”’ 

( The Standing Committees. 

Section 1 of article 5 says: 

“The president of this organization, di- 
rectly upon assuming office shall appoint 
the following standing committees of five 
members each: 

‘Committee on membership. 

“Committee on promotion of public in- 
terests. 

“Committee on commerce. 

“Committee on manufactures. 

“Committee on real estate. ' 

“Committee on transportation. 

“Committee on statistics and publication. 

‘The chairmen of these seven standing 
committees, in confunctidn with the presi- 
dent, the two vice presidents and the treas- 
urer, will constitute the board of directors 
of the organization. The term of office of 
the chairmen and members of the standin® 
committees will expire with the adminis- 
tration of the president who appointed 
them, provided always, that chairmen and 
members of standing committees shall hold 
office until their successors have been ap- 
pointed and qualffied.”

The inference was that nothing was oF 
an adjustment was arranged, it must have 
been toward night. It may be that the 
meeting has not adjourned, and that there 
will be another session today. 

Some large movements were made yes- 
terday out of Atlanta by one of the south 
Atlantic ports at 19 cents per 100 pounds to 
the port. This is onty 1 cent lower than 
the rate to Portsmouth. Heretofore the 
south Atlantic ports have insisted on a dif- 
ferential of from 6 to 9 cents. This season 
it was 6 cents up to the breaking out of 
the present war. In the past it has been con- 
siderably higher. Two years ago the lines 
running to Charleston, Savannah and 
Brunswick insisted on a differential of at 
léast 7 cents, and they wanted 9, but they 
were finally induced to accept 6 cents. This 
may have something to do with the demor- 
alization and it has been suspected that 
the south Atlantic port lines are now de- 
manding a jarger differential. 

The loca] cotton men say that the rail- 
roads must give them some concessions or 
they will have to handle their business on 
a different plan another year. They thrive 
most when the roads are acting independ- 
ently, and when rates are fluctuating. Since 
the break occurred in rates last week the 
buyers have Been very active, so the rail- 
way men say. The buyers do not say much 
about it. They are sawing wood. 


THE WEST POINT IN SUSPENSE. 


Two Important Cases Concerning it 
Are Under Consideration. 

The management of the Atlanta and 
West Point Railroad Company is in sus- 
pense. Two impottant cases involving great 
inferests are being held up for decision, 
one by Judge Lumpkin and the other by the 
state railroad commission. 

Last Tuesday the railroad commission 
heard argument on the motion to reduce the 
company’s local rates. President George C. 
Smith made an argument before the com- 
mission and went from there to the court- 
house where, for two days, he watched the 
proceedings in the injunction case, 

The company has $0,000 invested in real 
estate for a belt line around the city, and 
if enjoined from building the road, the 
company will have considerable real estate 
for sale. That investment of $40,000, and 
the possible loss of $20,000 by a reduction 
in rates, should a cut be ordered, are 
enough to give the management and se- 
curity holders some concern.

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BODY OF THE DESERTED WIFE 
SAVED FROM PAUPER’S GRAVE 


This morning at 10 o’clock the remains of 
Mrs. Thomas M. Strickland, who killed her- 
self because her husband deserted her in 
a heartless and cruel manner, will be laid 
in a grave at Westview cemetery, which 
will be covered with flowers, placed there 
as a tender tribute from sympathizing 
womanhood. In no pauper’s grave will she 
find that rest for which she so longed, but 
her sepulchre will be given by the sweet 
charity that moves the hearts of her sisters 
to pity and to sympathy. The casket will 
not be of the kind that find their way into 
the potter’s field, but will be one that has 
been chosen and paid for by the same 
tender-hearted women who have bought 
the grave and the burial robes, that the 
coffined clay of this unhappy wife may not 
lie in a forgotten and unmarked spot 
among the unhallowed graves of poverty’s 
outcasts. 

Yesterday morning a carriage drove up 
to the office of Hilburn & Bowden, funeral 
directors, and the ladies who occupied it 
called Mr. Hilburn and told him they 
wished him to bury Mrs. Strickland at 
their expense. They selected a casket and 
burial robes, and ‘afterwards purchased a 
lot at Westview. 

These ladies requested that their names 
not be published. 

Coroner Stamps continued the investiga- 
tion of the suicide of Mrs. Strickland yes- 
terday. He endeavored to ascertain who it 
was that sold or gave the woman the 
strychnine with which she killed herself at 
her home, No. 195 Luckie street, Tuesday 
afternoon. It was stated that Mrs. Strick- 
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land did not have a cent of money when 
her husband called at her home and carried 


off all the furniture and clothing. She had 


stated to other women living im the same 
house that she was without a cent in the 
world. Yet she secured enough strychnine 
with which to cause her death, After she 
was found in spasms, she could not talk, 
and therefore did not tell anything about 
the poison. : 

The coroner decided that it was unneces- 
sary to hold an inquest, and the under- 
takers were instructed to inter the body. 

Strickland, the inhuman husband who 
deserted his wife and carried off every- 
thing in the house, and whose cruel conduct 
caused his wife in her despair to commit 
suicide, is still working inthe city chain- 
gang, because he could not pay a fine of 
$3.75 for a drunken debauch, 

He seems to take her death as no matter 
of concern ho him, and, 80 far as his talk 
goes, he appears to be as indifferent as if 
he had been told his wife had gone off on 
a visit. He is either heartless or the most 
callous being imaginable. 

Mrs. Strickland’s funeral wil] occur at 10 
o’clock this morning from Hilburn @ Bow- 
den’s. There will be a hearse to carry the 
casket to the cemetery, and there will be 
ladies to follow in their carriages to make 
up the funeral cortege. In the grave which 
sympathizing charity has made the broken 
hearted woman will be laid to rest, and the 
winds that sing their requiem for the de- 
parted souls will softly kiss the beautiful 
flowers that will be tenderly put upon the

“MUST BE HELB,” SAYS CAPT. LOWRY 


Mr. Forrest Adair Declares He Will 
Do All He Can Toward Making 
the Movement a Success—An 
Old-Fashionei Agricul- 
tural Display. 


The suggestion that a state fair be held 
in Atlanta this year meets with the uni- 
versa] indorsement of the business men of 
the city. It is already an assured fact. 

Hon. Pope Brown, president of the State 
Agricultural Society, passed through At- 
lanta last night on his way to Washing- 
ton, where he goes in the interest of the 
Ocmulgee river appropriation, which is now 
before congress. He was requested by the 
citizens of Hawkinsville to go on at once to 
assist in making the appropriation as large 
as possible. Mr. B. F. Parsons, one of the 
most prominent business men of Hawkins- 
ville, accompanied Mr, Brown. 

On being asked in reference to the propo- 
sition to hold a state fair this year, Mr. 
Brown said: 

“T am here for only a few hours, and have 
not an opportunity now to take up the 
matter as fully as I would like to do, but I 
am very much impressed with the good re- 
sults that can be obtained from the holding 
of a state fair this year. I am glad that 
the business men of Atlanta have arranged 
for a conference which is to take place on 
the ist of February, and at which I will 
be present. I will be in Washington until 
Monday, but will reach Atlanta Tuesday 
afternoon—the conference taking place 
Wednesday. I am receiving letters from 
farmers from all parts of the state, in 
which enthusiastic approval is being ex- 
tended at the suggestion that we ‘hold an 
old-time agricultural fair this fall. We 
want something on the old hog-and-hominy 
style; big beeves, fine pigs, first-class Geor- 
gia raised colts, and big, yellow pumpkins 
i{ke we used to see at the old-time state 
fairs. The farmers of Georgia are now en- 
tering upon a new period, and you will find 
that more Georgia farmers will live at 


home this year than at any time during the 
past twenty-five years. While their ex- 


perience with 4-cent cotton fhas been hard 


enough for them to bear, they have at least 


not failed to profit by it, and I think an 
old-time state fair will show in a better 
way than anything else just what they are 
doing on this line in Georgia this year. 

“T will not go further into the matter 
now, but I hope to take the question up in 
full detail with Atlanta’s business men next 
Wednesday. We can then exchange ideas, 
and prebably agree upon a plan of action. 
If this is done, I will immediately call a 
meeting of the executive committee of the 


agricultural society and submit the plan 
to it; and I ch satisfied that any broad 


plan of action that insures a successful fair 
will meet the hearty encouragement and 
support of the executive conrmittee.”’ 

Mr. Schlesinger Favors Fair. 

Harry Schlesinger, one of the committee- 
men, said that the plan was a very timely 
one, and, as for himself, he heartily favor- 
ed it, 

“A state fair,” said Mr. Schlesinger, 
“should be held in Atlanta this year, by all 
means. It is just the thing. It would do 
the town good, and the state good. And 
I’m sure it could be made a financial suc- 
céss—which, however, isn’t so much to the 
point, 

“It. should be a regular 
agricultural display—the fat pig, and the 
big pumpkin, and all that sort of thing. 
Georgia, like all the south, is popularly ac- 
credited in other sections with being a state 
where cotton is king. Folks don’t know we 
can raise other products down here. And 
we must teach them better. We must show 
them that we grow as fine wheat in Geor- 
gia as grows anywhere; and as fine cane, 
as fine tobacco, and ag fine rice—and as 
fine anything. 

“Of course the facts can be demonstrated 
as conclusively by county fairs, or by a 
state fair held in a village. But the people 
we want to see it will not attend unless the 
display is made in Atlanta. Make it here, 
and they will come. And their coming will 
benefit all of us.” 

“Hold a fair, I say—in fact, a fair must 
be held,’’ said Captain R. J. Lowry. “It 
will do all of us in Atlanta good, and it will 
do all the state good. And, besides, we 
must keep in the procession. 

“We could get up an exhibition that 
would attract wide attention, and result in 
great benefit to Georgia. Bring up some 
of those fine horses that are raised in 
Morgan county, and some nuggets of gold 
from the upper part of the state, and one 
thing from this section and another from 
that, and group them all, and we will 
astonish visitors by the variety and ex- 
cellence of Georgia’s products—which em- 
brace everything.”

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OVER FIFTY ARE SUSPENDED. 


Large Force Ordered To Quit Work 
at the Southern Shops Yes- 
terday. 

It was reported last night that over fifty 
men had been suspended indefinitely at the 
Southern railway shops. Several of the 
suspended men were in the city talking 
about the suspension and were not at all 
Pleased with the action taken, 

t is said that this indefinite suspension 
of so many meén is the result of the short 
appropriation for the ensuing month. 

Last week néarly 100 men in the shops 
quit work because the time had been cut 
from nine to eight hours a day, and this 
cut in time meant a corresponding cut in 
the pay of the men.

It is said that something had 
to be done to meet the shortage in the ap- 
propriation, and as the men would not 
submit to a cut of one hour in time, the 
number suspended yesterday had to be 
dropped from the payroll aitogether.

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BOARD MEETING 
WAS UNEVENTFUL 


Board ef Education Met Yesterday 
Afternoon. 


DID LITTLE OF IMPORTANCE | 
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Judge Bloodworth Introduced a Very 
Interesting Resolution. 


WANTS TO ABOLISH BUSINESS DEPARTMENT

The Resolution Was Referrei to a Com- 
mittee and Will Come Up at the 
| Next Meeting. 


The reguiar meeting of the board of edu- 
cation held yesterday afternoon was a 
quiet one, and the only matter of an un- 
usual nature to come up was a resolution 
introduced by Judge J. G. Bloodworth re- 
garding the abolishment of the Wusiness de- 
partment of the Girls’ High school. No 
discussion was had@ on this resolution, and 
it was referred to the committee on 
echools and teachers. The matter will 
come before the board for consideration 
at the next meeting. President Hoke Smith 
was not present at the meeting and Mr. 
Douglas presided. 

These present were: Messrs. Hamilton 
Douglas, J. G. Bloodworth, Oscar Pappen- 
heimer, L. Z. Rosser, W. B. Miles, J. &. 
Parks, A. C. Turner and Mayor J. G. Wood- 
ward. 

Superintendent W. F. Slaton’s report ito 
the board was read and approved. It ‘wae 
suggested in the report that a principal's 
office be built at the Calhoun street school 
to accommodate pupils promoted to the 
seventh grade in that school, but for whom 
no seats were available. The estimated 
cost of the building was $12. The matter 
was referred to the finance committee of 
the board. The amount proposed for the 
building of the room will not come out 
of the appropriation for school buildings, 
but fromthe appropriation for general re- 
pairs. 

On motion of Mr. Rosser the matter of 
contageous diseases was referred to Coun- 
c‘ilman John SS. Parks to see that the 
ordinances governing the same be _ so 
amended as to afford better protection to 
the echool children. Judge Bloodworth 
moved that the working of the depart- 
mental system of the Girls’ High school, 
, which matter was mentioned in the super- 
,intendent’s report, be referred to the com- 
mittee on schools and teachers. At the 
suggestion of Mr. Douglas, Dr. R. R. Kime 
appeared before the board and called the 
‘attention of the members to the sanitary 
conditions in Boulevard school. 

_ Mr. Rosser moved that the finance com- 
mittee be requested to investigate the sani- 


in the Boys’ High school building. Ram- 
sey’s elementary Spanish reader was adopt- 
ed on recommendation for use in the Boys’ 
High school. 

Granted Leave of Absence. 

The committee on schools and teachers 
also recommended that the following teach- 
ers be granted leave of absence on account 
of sickness: 

Mrs. F. S. Whiteside, principal Ivy street 
school, one month, beginning January 20th; 
Mis8 Carrie Clark, third grade Walker, 
one month, beginning January 20th; Miss 
Jennie Doar, sixth grade Formwalt, to 
March ist; Miss Hppie Nutting, fourth 
grade Fair, one month, beginning January 
4th; Alice O'Neal, colored, Houston street 
school, until March Ist. All were granted 
leave of absénce. 

The yearly report of the finance com- 
mittee for 1898 was read and approved. 
Judge Bloodworth, as chairman of the 
finance committee for 1899, rendered a re- 
port in which he sa‘d that he had received 
sufficient assurance from council that an 
additional appropriation for teachers’ sala- 
ries woulda be made and that it was certain 
that an extra cut of one-half of 1 per cent 
over the cut of last year would not be 
made. The 7% per cent cut will remain. 

The first report of the committee of lady 
visitors was read and ordered placed cn 
file. The report was signed by Mrs. H. B. 
Wey, as chairman of that committee, and 
stated that since the committee was or- 
ganized in November last seventeen schools 
had ‘been visited. The committee asked 
that substitutes be found for the pails end 
dippers for drinking purposes now in use 
in the different schools. The report claim- 
ed that the system was unclean and un- 
healthy and suggested that water faucets 
be provided in the school yards for the 
use of the children. The report also claim- 
ed that the board of health does not act 
promptly in the matter of reporting cases 
of infectious diseases, and asked if the 
law was defective or if the board of health 
ig negligent and dillatory. 

The following resolution, which came in 
the matter of a surprise, was introduced 
by Judge Bloodworth: 

Resolved 1. That the business department 
of the Girls’ High school be abolished, to 
take effect with the end of this schciastic 
year, June, 1899, and that in place of the 
business department there be established an 
industrial, department, in which shall be 
taught cooking, cutting, fitting, sewing and 
such other branches of industry as may be 
deemed advisable by the board. The in- 
dustrial department to be started with the 
September term, 1899. 

“2. That a committee of three, of which 
the president of this board shall be one, 
Shall be. appointed to arrange the details 
for putting in operation this department, 
buying the necessary apparatus and dispos- 
ing of the apparatus now in use in the 
business department. This committee to 
report these arrangements to this board at 
least by the July meeting (1899) for con- 
firmation. 

“3. That a special course be arranged by 
the teachers’ committee of this board for 
wed — in the Giris’ Gigh school who 

prepare for a business life only.” 


Report of Superintendent. 

The report of Superintendent Slaton was 
a lengthy one and discussed several mat- 
ters of vital importance to the public school 
system. It was shown that considerable 
dissatisfaction was the result of the semi- 
annual promotions on account of lack of 
room in many of the schools. In the be- 
ginning of his report to the board Super- 
intendent Siaton said that illness among 
both teachers and pupils had greatly in-

the principal. There would have been no 
trouble with’ parents or pupils in making 
these promotions had there peen seats in 
the grades in the schools wnicn the sev- 
eral pupils attended. In those cases, 
however, where children were sent tu 
schools other than those in their own dis- 
trict, dissatisfaction exists. In some cases 
the dissatisfaction is so great that children 
have been withdrawn altogether. 

‘“‘Parents. have in a number of cases pos- 
itively objected to the promotion of pupils 
even where there was room in their own 
district schools. In such cases the child 
has been allowed to remain in the same 
grade if he did not deprive some promoted 
ohild of a seat. If ‘we were situated as 
the schools in Indianapolis and if the same 
number of children were allowed in each 
grade throughout the grammar schools, 
and if these were as they are there, supplied 
with 10 cr 1Z seats more than pupil] as- 
signed to a grade, the semi-annual promo- 
tions would cease to be a troublesome 
question. So long as the schols are crowd- 
ed, especially from the first to the sixth 
grades, and promotions stop at the be- 
ginning of scho: in September in seating 
the children and scoond, at the beginning 
of the second term ashen the promotions 
occur. 

“There is a loss of almost a week’s time 
at the beginning of each term in making 
these rearrangements. There is but one 
solution in my mind to this trouble—fewer 
pupils to the teacher and more schools. 
As it is, we are doing the best we can, cre- 
ating as little friction as. possible, and I 
trust at the end of this week that the 
troubled waters will be quieted. By dis- 
regarding district lines we have found seats 
for every promoted child in the city, ex- 
cept seven promoted from the sixth grade 
of Calhoun to the seventh grade. 

“The seventh grade of Calhoun contained 
fifty pupils, its full quota, when promo- 
tions took place. The seven promoted 
were seated on extra seats placed in the 
seventh grade awaiting your further ac- 
tion in the matter. I suggest the building 
of a teachers’ room over the portico at 
Calhoun and the employment, at a mod- 
erate salary, of a supernumerary to assist 
the seventh grade teacher in her work, 
making use of this rogm as far as may 
be needed. This room ‘is needed for the 
principal even if not used for the purpose, 
and it can be bullt, so our superintendent 
of repairs says, for $125. Either this plan 
must be adopted or the children must leave 
school, as there is no seventh grade 
school in the city to which to send them. 

“The departmental system in the high 
schools needs your attention. There are 
fault in this system which can be reme- 
died and the school improved. I would 
not change them now, but mention. the 
matter at this time that they may com- 
mand your attention in the future. These 
deficiencies are already attracting the at- 
tention of the parents and creating dis- 
satisfaction, especially tn the Girls’ High 
school, that will result in injury to the 
school. The trouble is tnherent in the 
departmental system, and is not attributa- 
ble to either negligence or {nefficjency on 
the part of the teachers, 

“An examination of applicants for posi- 
tions as teachers in the grammar schools 
has been ordered for Saturday, the 2th. I 
hope that a sufficient number of applicants 
will pass the examinations successfully to 
furnish a supernumerary teacher for each 
teacher for each of the white grammar 
schools in the city. All the supernumer- 
aries we now ‘have are employed fn the 
places of teachers absent sick. The em- 
ployment of teachers a8 supernumeraries 
fs the best possthle training school. and 
costs the board of education nothing. 

“? have three checks for non-res‘dent 
tuition which comes under the rule, 
amounting to $61. T pronose to collect this 
money and ask if it shall be deposited with 
the city treasurer or with the treasurer of 
the board of education.”

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EVIDENCE FAVORS 
THE STATE SURVEY 


Department of Geology, It Is Believed, 
Will Be Retained. 


SENATOR WINGFIELD TALKS | 


Chairman of Committee Pronounces 
Situation Favorable to Survey. 


TESTIMONY WILL BE FINISHED TOMORROW 


A Number of. Prominent Witness2s 
Were Examined by the Investi- 
gating Committee Yesteriay. 


The geological survey of the state, which 
has been under the scrutiny of a legisla- 
tive committee for some time past, will be 
retained as a department of the state, un- 
less evidence more damaging than has al- 
ready been heard comes to light in the 
next few days. 

For the past week the investigating com- 
mittee has listened to witnesses thoroughly 
up on the importance of the geological sur- 
vey, and it is understood that little or no 
evidence has been heard that does not 
commend the department indirectly very 


hig‘hly. 

Senator Wingfield, chairman of the com- 
mittee, stated yesterday that the greater 
part of the evidence had been on the side 
of the survey, and that the committee was 
at present engaged in looking jnto the con- 
duct of the department by its head—Pro- 
fessor Yeates. 

Senator Wingfield, as a member of the 
committee, could express no opinion ag to 
the probable outcome of the investigation. 
He said: 

“The evidence has been on the side of the 
survey, and I will say that, by itseif, it 
certainly points to the retention of the de- 
partment. The report, whatever its na- 
ture—and I have no right to say what it 
will be—wi:]1 go to the governor. It is, of 
course, possible that he will disagree with 
the opinion of this committee.” 

The committee spent the larger part of 
the time yesterday in the examination of 
Wwitnesses.. The most prominent of the per- 
sons examined by the committee was 
former Governor Atkinson, who told of the 
conduct of the geological survey during 
his administration. It is then that the 
evidence of former Governor Atkinson was 
decidedly in favor of the survey. 

Among the other witnesses examined 
were Professor William Dent and Dr. Wat- 
son, one of the assistants of the state 
chemist. 

The evidence will be concluded by the 
Jast of this week, and the committee will 
then adjourn for a few days and upon Con- 
vening again will finish the report on the 
conduct and worth of the geological survey. 

An appropriation of $8,000 has been made 
conditionally to the department of geology, 
and the report of the committee will! deter- 
mine whether this amount is to be used 
for that purpose br the survey, aS 4 State 
institution, abandoned. The committee will 
have to determine from the evidence 
whether the department is of such value 
in advertising the natural resources of the 
state and for other reasons. as to WaTrant 
its being retained by the legislature.

Bailifts Arrest City Detectives for In- 
terfering with Them.

Recorder Holds That Bailiffs Were Not 


Guilty of Disorderly Oonduct. 
Will Cause Much Litigation. 


Six. warrants have been sworn out in the 
controversy between balliffs, city detectives 
and the’ Manager of the Lyceum theater, 
growing out of the setzure of the cash box 
at the Lyceum theater nignt before last. 

Yesterday afternoon Bailiffs W. R. Lips- 
comb and R. B. Lynch, of Justice Biood- 
worth’s ©court, were arraigned in the police 
court on charges of disorderly conduct pre- 
ferred by. City Detectives Dave Looney and 
Tom Barrett. Attorneys L, P. Skeen and 

Lee Langley represented Manager Will 
Sharp, of the Lyceum, and Attorney W. 
O. Wilson; the bailiffs. 

The evidence showed that the bailiffs, 
with ah attachment, seized the Lyceum 
cash box, and that it was done to satisfy 
a claim brought by Miss Marie Lawman, a 
dismissed actress, who wanted $100. Man- 
ager Sharp had offered to pay the amount 
he believed to be due, but there was gome 
disagreement and Attorney Wilson took 
out the attachment and instructed the 
bailiffs te take the rash box. Detectives 
looney and Barrett arrested the bailiffs 
for disorderly conduct, thinking they had 
made an illegal seizure and had created 
public disorder thereby. 

The recorder decided that he could not 
take cognizance of any little disorder that 
might have arisen while officers were try- 
ing to execute what they believed to be a 
legal paper. Whether or not the paper was 
legal was not for him to say, but was a 
question which would he decided in the 
civil proteeding for the recovery of the 
cash box. The cases for disorderly con- 
duct were dismissed. 

As was stated in yesterday’s Constitution, 
Manager Sharp swore out two warrants 
against the bailiffs, «charging them with 
robbery, and the bailiffs were arrested on 
the warrants yesterday and gave bond. 

Yesterday morning the bailiffs swore out 

four warrants, two against Detectives 
Looney and Barrett, charging them witlt 
obstructing officers in the discharge of 
their duty, and two against Manager 
Sharp and Detective Looney’s son, Ernest 
Looney, charging them with obstructing 
officers In thé discharge of their duty. All 
of these warrants have been served and 
the parties are under bond. 

When the defendants will be tried on the 
various Warrants is not known. 

Bailiff Lipscomb received the Lyceum 
cash box fro mthe station sergeant yester- 
day morning, and it im now in the posses- 
sion of Justice Bloodworth. : 

The legality of the seizure of the cash box 
is the first matter to be disposed of, as the 
cash is what all the parties are now after. 
Then the wafrants may be pushed, as Man- 
ager Sharp eays the was robbed, and that 
he will have the protection of the law. The 
bailiffs express an equal determination to 
have those punia#hed whom they claim in- 
terferred with them when they were doing

“Al’most All of Them Are Discontented 
Augusta Strikers. 


ONE HUNDRED NEW HOUSES NEEDED 


The Fulton Bag and Cotton Mills Will 
Be Run Day and Night in the 
Future. 


Four hundred operatives will be added to 
the working force of .he Fulton Bag and 
Cotton mills about February Ist, and ase 
soon as the entire number is at work the 
mills will be run night and day to supply 
the demands made upon the mill owners for 
their goods. 

Nearly all the operatives will come from 
Augusta, being discontented with the con- 
dition of affaira in that city, and all of 
them will bring their families with them. 
This means a large increase in the popula- 
tion of Atlanta and the enhancing of the 
value of real estate in the vicinity of the 
Fulton Bag and Cotton mills. 

Property on Decatur street opposite the 
mills at present rents for more than prop- 
erty a mile nearer the center of the city, 
and it is the opinion of real estate men 
that the arrival of the new opératives and 
their families will cause values in real es- 
tate to rise considerably. 

The increasing of the force at the mills 
will be of great interest to the land owners 
in the vicinity of the mills. The company 
now owns eighty houses near the mills and 
one large hotel, whith is crowded to over- 
flowing. The operatives already have great 
difficulty in securing houses near the mills 
and many of them are forced to walk near- 
ly a mile going and coming from work. 

The owners of real estate near the mills 
have been asked to erect houses for tlhe 
operatives and if they are placed upon the 
market at a rental within the means of the 
operatives they will be occupied all the 
time. It will réquife more than 100 new 
houses to supply places of abode for the 
new operatives, and 150 could easily be 
rented. : 

Forrest and George W. Adair, the real 
estate men, have been asked by Jacob El- 
sas, president of the Fulton Bag and Cot- 
ton mills, to endeavor to thave houses erect- 
ed before February: ist, and options on 
many vacant lote have ‘already been. s¢- 
cured. Negotiations, are now in’ progress 
for the purchase of pearly all vacant prop- 
erty in the vicinify°oft the mills, and it is 
thought there will be no difficulty in having 
the houses erected by February ist. 

This means employment for a large num- 
ber of masons, cafpenters, plasterers and 
other workmen who &fé empfoyed in erect- 
ing houses, 

Until three years#@go the Fulton Bag 
and Cotton mills erfiployed only 400 opera- 
tives.

tory was erected the forte was increased 
to 800 operatives and the mills have since 
run only during the day. — 

There has recently been such a great de- 
mand for the goods of the Fulton Bag and 
Cotton mills, however, owing to their supe- 
rior quality, that it became evident that 
more operatives would have to be employed. 
The cot#pany thas been endeavoring for 
geome time to increase its gorce, and when 
the strikers at Augusta made application 
for work in this city they were told to pre- 
rere to come.

New York, January 26.—A portion of the 
speculation in securities has been attracted 
to cotton, with the result of making this 
market the highest of all the cotton mar- 
kets. The basis for this movement was 
first, the falling off in the movement as 
the result of the rapid shipment of the 
crop and the bad weather during the past 
month; secondly, upon the small stock of 
contract cotton ‘here and the exaggerated 
statements in the daily press regarding a 
corner in January delieveries. It has been 
known for some time that delivery would 
be called for upon all the contracts sold 
for January and the trade has seen our 


stock gradually increase as this market. 


became higher than either Liverpool or 
the continent. At the moment, it is esti- 
mated that the deliveries upon January 
will aggregate 55,000 bales. Whether our 
stock will continue to increase at the pres- 
ent rate will depend upon its relative posi- 
tion as regards the other markets. After 
all, the main question of price will be de- 
termined by the supply and demand, though 
a tactical move against the short interest 
may at any time bring about an advance 
which will to a greater or lesser extent af- 
fect the markets of the world. The short 
interest, excepting that for foreign account 
has been entirely eliminated by the ad- 
vanee and the spread of the belief over 
the country that cotton will advance in 
company with securities. 

There !s undoubtedly some basis for this 
belief and if the market was threatened 
with a scarcity of supply the effect of the 
increase in wealth and. prosperity in the 
country would result in a permanent ad- 
vance in the value of cotton. The question 
for each merchant to determine, is, whether 
or not the supply and the demand; the 
latter increased by the speculative temper 
of the country, will or will not be equalized 
at present prices. If the movement falls 
off to an extent efficient to lead the trade 
to think the crop has been overestimated, 
or if the planting operations show that a 
decidedly smaller acreage is to be planted 
in cotton the coming season, then the mar- 
ket will advance further. On the other 
hand, if the movement increases at a ratio 
to cause the spinners to believe that there 
will be a further surplus to add to the 
surplus of last season they will fall back 
upon their ‘reserve supplies, now ‘very 
large and pursue the hand to mouth policy 
so successful itn the past.

DUTSIDE BUYING ORDERS NUMEROUS 


Ne Limit as to Price—The Advance 
Was Checked Only by the Sound 
of the Bell Announcing 
the End of the Ses- 
sion. 


Chicago, January 26.—Such an enormous 
business as was done in the wheat pit today 
has not had its counterpart the present sea- 
son, and it is questionable if as general and 
heavy a trade was done in a day during the 
historic Leiter deal. Aggressive buying 
under the leadership of Wail street operat- 
ors at one time during the day forced May 
wheat up 44%c over yesterday’s close. Heavy 
realizing near the end of the session caused 
a reaction and May closed with a net gain 
off 2 7-8c. Corn advanced 3-8 and oats 1-4 
@3-8c. Pork left off 15c ihnigher and lard and 
ribs 2c each. 

The bullish sentiment in wheat, which 
got so well under way yesterday, continued 
with increased energy at the opening. 
Wheat leaped intg the air with a budyant 
skip at the very Start and offerings were 
scarce at 1@l%c over yesterday’s closing 
price. Even the few traders who for a 
minute or two thought it worth while to 
risk to sell a little short at such an ad- 
vance soon changed their minds and found 
it difficult to reinstate themselves at 2c 
above the top price of Wednesday. Buying 
orders from outside sources were numerous, 
urgent and apparently without limit as to 
price. The selling was evidently confined 
for tthe most part to local scalpers, who 
had previously bought at lower prices. 
The crowd appeared to have adopted the 
alleged Wall street policy to “‘buy wheat 
when it is weak, buy it when it is strong 
and buy it al! the time.” May started 
at from 76 to 76%4e, sold in heavy amounts 
for about fifteen minutes between the open- 
ing figures and 75 7-8c, chiefily around 76%c, 
and then rose exicitedly to 7ic. In a few 
minutes it reacted to 76 7-8c on realiz- 
ing of profits by longs, then rose again 
to Tic, and some little brought 77%c on the 
second advance. 
forced into recognition of the strength pre- 
vailing here, spot wheat opening 1d up 
and futures from 1% to.1 3-4d. The figures 
of the grain movement, in comparison with 
those of a year ago, were quite out of line 
with the course of prices, except that At- 
lantic port clearances of wheat and flour 
were more liberal, amounting to 737,000 bush- 
els. Receipts at Chicago were 143 cars, 
against 20 last year, and Minneapolis and 
Duluth got 489 cars, compared with 284 for 
the corresponding day the previous year. 
Aggregate receipts at western primary mar- 
kets were reported at €55,000, whereas 250,000 
bushels wags the total a year ago. Foreign- 
ers were largely short of May wheat here 
and in New York. One commission house 
that does a large foreign speculative busi- 
ness was reported to have called margins 
from European customers up to 80c a bush- 
el. Many European shorts were said to 
Ihave sent orders to ‘“‘buy in” the wheat. 
The announcement of this caused the great- 
est excitement, and as orders kept com- 
ing from all quarters to buy wiheat, May 
shot up to 79%c. That was a gain of 4iec 
for the day, and as the majority of traders 
had handsome profits coming, they took 
advantage of the excitement to secure 
them. ‘The liquidation became so general 
that inside fifteen minutes May tumbled 
back to 775¢c, but as quickly started on the 
upturn again. The advance was cut short 
by the bell os the end of the ses- 
sion, and May clos at 77 7-8. 

Tihere was a broad general trade in corn 
with prices strong under the influence of 
wheat. Wall street furnished the bulk of 
buying orders, but any material advance 
was checked by heavy selling from the 
country. Recetpts at 575 cars were large, 
but any effect this might have had was 
offset by the excellent export demand.

The Wheat Position. 


From The Wall Street Journal. 

At last wheat has jumped out of the rut 
of a month past and on the up side. The 
expansion of values in securities and the 
rapid recovery in cotton has had an effect 
on the produce markets and wheat, corn 
und pork have responded. Sentiment and 
increased ouside speculation have broupht 
it about. The new crop advices and statis- 
tics are not specially bullish as the week 
opens. *The visible wheat supply increases 
compared with a considerable decrease a 
year ‘ago. On the continent and in the 
United States moderate increases are also 
reported. The small world’s wheat ship- 
ments outside of America is the principal 
bull argument at the moment. ‘ihe bear 
argument is the increasing receipts from 
the winter wheat farmers. Advancing 
prices, however, have a tendency to en- 
courage first hands to hold off for a while 
at least in expectation of a more profitable 
market, not only here but in foreign counb- 
tries as well. Buting by Wali street inter- 
ests is credited with being the cause of the 
present advance in wheat, helped by the 
covering purchases of the short trading in- 
terests that has been scalping the market 
successfully for a’ month past. Foreign 
houses have been smali sellers for several 
weeks and it is predicted by some of the 
far sighted ones that a good-sized foreign 
short interest exists that would have to 
cover if an advance on this side had really 
started. Such buying would make things 
lively for a short time. There are many 
traders who have been waiting for the 
price to break through 72% cents at Chicago 
for May, the top price of December, and 
so far for the winter. As sentiment and 
outside speculative interest are the deter- 
mining factors, the movement can only be 
guaged from day to day by the reports and 
pusiness of commission houses.

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GOOD WORK DONE | 
BY EARNEST WOMEN 


One need not go to Chicago or the large 
cities of the northwest, where the social 
gettiement system is in successfu] opera- 
tion, to appreciate its results, since right 
here‘in Atlanta an object lesson is given in 
the ‘work being accomplished in these lines 
by the women of fhe S8octal economic sec- 
tion of the Atlanta Woman’s Club. For 
two years they have been conducting in 
the factory districts of the city what is 
known there as the “Mothers’ Club,’ al- 
though the membership may be said to in- 
‘clude not only the mothers, but sometimes 
the husbands, brothers and children, since 
at-the general meetings that have taken 
place in the evening from time to time there 
have been as many men as women present. 

To appreciate fully what has been ac- 
complished by the Mothers’ Club one must 
have seen it in its early stages, as well as 
at the present time, and see too, the 
changes for the better that have taken 
place in the homes of the working women 
who are members of the club. 

“How were these tired women first reach- 
ed,? and “‘why?’’ some one may ask. And 
the’ reply to these questions furnishes sub- 
ject matter for a pretty story of how little 
-children even may have an uplifting influ- 
ence in the home, and how women bent on 
doing philanthropic work and on aiding the 
wage-ecarning women have gone to them, 
led by the hands of these little children. 

When the members of the Atlanta Wo- 
man’s Club became interested in the Tree 
Kindergarten Association and _ through 
these institutions in the very center of the 
wage-earning districts, became acquainted 
with the conditions of the home from 
whence the children came, they appreciated 
that a broad field of work was open be- 
fore them. 

It seemed that it was not enough to re- 
lieve the working mother of the little ones 
during the hours of the day, but that some- 
thing must be done for the mother when 
her: day’s work was over, or for that one 
whose labor in the home confined her 
there. 

"They cannot come to us,” said the good 
women interested in their wage-earning 
sisters, “so we must go to them, and the 
kindergarten must be the medium cf our 
meeting.’’ 

It was there for the first time when a 
few: tired mothers interested in what their 
little ones were doing, met those women 
who have since become their friends and 
their; benefactors. 

The first meeting was a small one, but 
it was not long until the little kindergarten 
room on Thursday afternoons was filled 
with an attentive, earnest band of women 
who realized that their new friends who 
talked to them, had come amongst them to 
do good. Their meetings became a new 
interest in their lives, and they have learn- 
ed to look forward to them with the 
brightest anticipations. They were talked 
to on subjects that not only amused but 
interested them, and then were told that 
books would be loaned them from which 
they could further peruse the subjects that 
interested them; and. more than that, one 
day; tea was served, and to their surprise 
they discovéred that their “‘leisure friends” 
whe:-ecame to them Thursday aftéfnoons 
not only-knew how to make tea, but the 
best tea that had ever been tasted, and this 
simple thing of which so many are ignorant 
was taught in this way. 

Gradually the ‘‘Mothers’ Club’ became 
interested in cooking, the nutritious value 
of certain foods was taught to them, and 
the covuking lessons of Thursday afternoon 
became an additional treat at the weekly 
meetings. 

It is two years ago, now, since this club 
first -met, and as the leader of the move- 
ment started out yesterday afternoon to 
conduct the meeting, she had under her 
arm a book on the “Chemistry of Foods,” 
and a napkin full of hard tack. 

“Do they understand the chemistry of 
foods? I should say they do,’ she said, 
“and I am taking this hard tack out to let 
them see that it is both nutritious and 
wholesome, though it is the soldiers‘ ra- 
tions. 

“When I learn anything that is of value 
to me,”’ she continued, “I always talk of it 
to them, for is it not selfish to keep that 
knowledge which we can so easily acquire 
and not impart it to those who, less for- 
tunate than we are, have no means in their 
sphere of life to acquire that which proves 
invaluable to them?’ 

But this line of work is only one that has 
found its place in the mothers’ meetings, 
and it is remarkable the amount of im- 
provement that has been manifested in the 
industrial conditions and home life of the 
little band of women known among club 
women as the ‘“‘Mothers’ Club.’ The free 
circulating library, that has its center in 
the woman’s club kindergarten school, has 
grown out of the Thursday afternoon meet- 
ings, and is a never-ending source of pleas- 
ure to those who enjoy its privileges. The 
various ladies interested in the social] 
economic work have addressed the moth- 
ers’ meetings fro time to time, and on 
Christmas week, when a general evening 
meeting was called, there were over 
seventy-five men and women present.

SETTLEMENT MAY BE EFFECTED 


— 


Fi Fas for Seven Years’ Back Taxes 
Have Been Issued by County 
Attorney Rosser. 


Tax fi. fas. aggregating over $30,000 have 
been made out against the Atlanta Home 
Insurance Company. The fi. fas. are for 
taxes claimed to be due the county by the 
company and cover the years from 1891 to 
1897, inclusive. The fi, fas, were prepared 
Ly County Attorney Rosser, according to 
the, instructions given him by the county 
board of commissioners some time ago. 

The fi. fas. haye not yet been placed on 
record, as a settlement will be attempted 
by the insurance company and the county 
and thus avoid a contest. It is claimed bx 
the insurance company thaf the taxes can- 
not be collected, and this opinion has been 
held by many well-known attorneys. 

The question is an old one and County 
Attorney Rosser gave to the county com- 
missioners an opinicn, at their request, on 
the subject. He held that the taxes could 
be collected by the county. Tax Collector 
Stewart attempted to collect the same 
taxes in 1891, but was informed by the 
comptroller of the state, from an opinion 
rendered at the time by Attorney General 
Clifford Anderson, that the taxes were not 
collectable, : 

As goon as this authority was given Mr. 
Stewart he made no further attempt to 
collect the taxes. The county commission- 
ers took the question up und the county 
attorney held the taxes were collectable. 
The insurance company maintains that it 
has always paid all taxes required of it, 
and has never attempted to evade the law. 
The Officials say they have always paid the 
per centum tax on the premium income of 
the company, which is the only tax Mr. 
Clifford Anderson, when attorney general, 
held the company wags liable for. 

The matter is now tn the hands of the 
finance committee of the board of county 
cOmmissioners and they will control the ac- 
tion of the commissioners. 

If a'settlement is not made very soon the 
fi. fas. will probably be placed in the hands 
of the sheriff and collection made, or suit 
Lrought for the amount. 

Captain R. J. Lowry, president of the 
company, said last night that he did not 
know whether the company would resist 
the payment of the taxes which the county 
now proposes to collect, but that the com- 
pany would certainly not pay any taxes 
that were unjust. 

‘““‘We have always pald all taxes that the 
eomptroller of the state says we are liable 
for,’’ he said, ‘“‘and that under the opinion 
of Captain Clifford Anderson, when he was 
attorney general, we are compelled to pay. 
We thave paid every cent of these taxes and 
wil] continue to do so. As to the other 
taxes, I do not know what will be the re- 
sult, but we hope that an amicable settle- 
men® will be effected.’’ 

As soon as this authority was given, the 
board of commissioners passed a resolution 


instructing the attorney to proceed to col- 
lect the taxes from the Atlanta Home In- 
surance Company. 

Mr. Rosser thas issued the fi. fas., but 
they have not yet been placed on record 
and will not be served on the company until 
it is learned whether a settlement can Le 
made. It is understood that the ceunty 
wil] settle for a much less amount than it 
will sue for in case the matter ig taken into 


the courts. '

Plans Will Be Perfected To Organize 
Miners’ Union. 


TO HOLD MEETING TOMORROW 


Invitations Have Been Sent to Hun- 
dreds of Mine Owners. 


THEY WILL ORGANIZE AT GAINESVILLE 


A Number of Mine Owners and Opera- 
tors Interested anu Movement Is 
Expected To Be a Success. 


A mesiing of great importance to the min- 


ing interests of this state will be theld at 
Gainesville tomorrow afternoon. at which 


time a miners’ union will be formed. In- 


vitations have been sent to hundreds inter- 


ested in mines throughout the state, and the 


meeting will doubtless be largely attended. 
The prime object of the meeting #1 be 
the formation of an association or organi- 
zation of owners and operators of mines in 


Georgia, and the originators of the move- 


ment urge all those interested in mines to 
Le present and assist in perfecting sich an 
organization as they may deem best cal- 
culated to advance the interests of both 
owners and prospective investors. 

The notice of this meeting, coming on the 
heels of the announcement of the contem- 
plated smelter to be put in operation in 
this city, indicates an unusual revival of 
interest in gold mining in Georgia. Per- 
sons who have made the subject of min- 
eralogy a study, have said that the mines 
in Georgia, which are far from being ex- 
hausted, give even greater promise than the 
mines of California. 

Experts claim that the mines of the state 
have not been thoroughly examined and ex- 
plored, and the movement now on foot to 
perfect an organization of those interested 
in mines will probably have for one of its 
principal objects the opening up and explo- 
ration of promising mines. 

The movement is one of more than ordi- 
nary importance just at this time, on ac- 
count of the large number of capitalists 
from many sections of this country, and 
even Europe, that have come tere from 
time to time to make investigations of 
Georgia gold deposits.

of Miners for the above purpose. 

‘To assure success in this plan, we do 
hereby respectfully invite you, sir, arnong 
others, to join us in our efforts, and kindly 
inform us if .you decide to attend the first 
of our meetings, to be held at Gainesville, 
Ga., on January 28, 1899, at 3 o'clock p. m., 
at the Arlington hotel, for the purpose of 
organizing such miners’ union, and to elect 
on that day officers.

who had been forcibly vaccinated, he de- 
cided to inform the governor that the work 


of vaccinating the citizens of Decatur : 
| nature of the echoes, it seems that the le- 


county could proceed. He stated that on 
several occasions vaccination had been

every instance Where the matter had been 
contested the court had held that the health 
and good of the community depended on 
the precautions taken by the authorities.

“One of the principal delights of my 
young manhood was in going to see the ne- 
gro weddings with an old negro on the 
farm named Solomon, who always per- 
formed the ceremony. In those days the 
negro marriages attracted widespread at- 
tention in the vicinity. Solomon would al- 
ways have me posted some days in advance 
as to the marriages that would take place, 
and in this way I managed to see about all 
of them there was to see. 

“I will never forget the ceremony that 
‘Solomon had adopted in joining his couples 
in marriage. With a deej, solemn voice, 
he would gay: 

You, John Smith, do promise to take 
this woman that you hold by the hand 
for your lawful and wedded wife, and 
forsaking all vthers to cleave to her 
so long as both may live convenient. 

“It was the saving clause at the end that 
always attracted me,” said the governor, 
with a laugh, ‘‘and I suspect had much to 
do with the popularity of old Solomon in 
that capacity.”

FACTS AND FIGURES 
ABOUT CITY GARBAGE 


en 


Pursuant to the action of the board of 
health Wednesday, the city garbage will 
be consumed in the Lester crematory, near 
the old mineral springs and the gas tank, 
Monday. The owners of the new plant say 
it will be ready by that time, and the old 
crematory at the dumping grounds will be 
shut down, probably for good. 

While the new plant is in the shape of an 
experiment, yet it ig the opinion of many 
city officials that the last load of garbage 
will be hauled to the old crematory. the 
latter part of this week. The sanitary offi- 
cials are in favor of shutting this old 
plant down and using one or more new ones 
in the center of the city. Every indication 
points in this direction. If the Lester crem- 
atory does not prove successful, then an- 
other will in ‘all probability ,be built. Ac- 
cording to the calculation of Chief Inspec- 
tor J. T. Lowry, of the sanitary depart- 
ment, the central crematory will save the 
city something like $25,000 every year. It is 
neédiess to say therefore that a new crema- 
tory would more than pay for itself in a 
very eihort while. 

The disposition of the garbage at the 
dumping grounds costs at present $26 a day. 
The crematory alone costs $16 a day. All 
the garbage, however, is not consumed. A 
great deal of it thas to be buried. The 
Lester crematory will consume all, having 
a capacity of 200 tons a day, and the owner? 
will be paid $16 a day for thirty days. The 
city reserves the right to discontinue the 
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contract at any time before the expira- 
tion of the thirty days, provided the crema- 


tory does not work successfully, 

“A central crematory,”’ said Chief Low- 
ry yesterday, “will result in the cutting off 
of one-third of the carts and wagons of 
the department now used in hauling gar- 
bage and night soil to the dumping grounds. 
This will take off seventeen carts and seven 
wagons. The average cost of each cart a 
day, outside of wear and tear, is about 530 
cents. The average expense of the wagons 
is about $1.75. This will mean a Saving of 
$20.75 every day in the item of carts and 
wagons. There is no necessity in hauling 
the garbage out to the dumping grounds, 
and the only way to save money in the 
sanitary department is to use central crema- 
tories.’’ 

As soon as the Lester crematory is in 
g00d working order the board of health 
will inspect it in a body to see how it con- 
sumes the garbage. This inspection will 
take place some day next week. 

When opportunity is given to advertise 
for bids for disposing of the city garbage, 
ex-Chief Thomas E. Veal, who now repre- 
sents the Thackeray Incinerating Company 
and who secured a large contract in Chica- 
go several days ago, will put in a bid to dis- 
pose of the garbage in Atlanta. Mr. Veal 
believes he has the correct solution of the 
problem, and he will show some interesting 
facts and figures relative to his plan when 
he puts in his bid.
